set forth at some length in Professes? j 
Munstcrberg's article in the currcu;

world over, but the college girl Is a new 
type to us, and next to the 24 story 
building nothing excites our curiosity 
more than the women who have stud- 
ied.

As to marriage for the college girl,

"The woman has not become less at- 


tractive as regards marriage, but has 
not marriage become less attractive to 
the woman? And long before the fresh- 
man year did not the outer influences 
begin to impel in that direction? Does 
5t not begin in every country school 
where the girls sit on the same bench 
with the boys and discover a long, long 
time too early how stupid those boys 
are? Coeducation has many desirable 
features. It strengthens the girls; it 
refines the boys; it creates a comrade- 
ship between the two sexes. But these 
factors make at the same time for an 
Indifference toward the other sex, to- 
ward a disillusionism, which must show 
in the end. The average German girl 
thinks, I am sorry to say, that she will 
marry any one who will not make her 
unhappy; the Ideal German girl thinks 
that she will marry only the man who 
will certainly make her happy. The 
Ideal American girl thinks that she can 
xmrry only the man without whom she 
W"ttl be unhappy, and the average Amer- 
•Ican girl approaches this standpoint 
with an alarming rapidity."

The Care of Gloves. 


In warm weather gloves grow shabby 


very quickly. 
When the hand per- 


spires freely, as it always does in sum- 
mer, It is almost Impossible to seep 
even the nicest gloves looking well for 
any length of time unless the hands are 
dipped into and rubbed with fine oat- 
meal just before the gloves are slipped 
on. The meal will absorb the perspira- 
tion that is the cause of the gloves be- 
coming stiff and discolored, and fceep 
the hands, at least for a time, quite dry. 
Instead of the oatmeal, fuller's earth 
may be employed. 


When the gloves are removed, a little 


French chalk, fuller's earth, violet pow- 
der or oatmeal should be sprinkled into 
them, Into the fingers, as well as the 
palms of the gloves. This will prevent 
discoloration. 


Gloves should never be folded up or 


they will wrinkle and flt badly ever 
after. They ought to be laid away 
quite flat, with all the fingers pulled 
out carefully. 


When trying on a new glove, have 


plenty of time, for if it Is put on care- 
fully and correctly the firwt time it will 
last longer and look better during its 
entire wearing life. The hand should 
neither be cold nor too hot. A hot 
hand will most likely be damp. If so, 
oatmeal or fuller's earth will correct 
this, and the hand Just comfortably 
warm and perfectly dry should be care- 
fully inserted into the glove, finger by 
linger, the thumb last. In removing a 
glove turn the wrist portion over the 
hand, then loosen the glove from the 
base of the fingers, not from the nail 
ends. 


When white gloves are slightly soil- 


ed, they may be cleaned by rubbing the 
soiled part with a piece of India rub- 
ber or with a handful of baked flour; 
pipeclay, magnesia and benzine are 
also excellent. The latter, however, 
should be used most carefully, never 
where there Is gas or very strong light 
or heat.—Sarah Burrows in American 
Queen.

Before tberc were any pool-houses there 
were plenty of old women, poor and 
friendless and long past the age when 
they could make their living by manual 
labor. But they knew the world and the 
credulity and tho passions of mankind. 
They aK<> knew the herbs of tbe field and 
the garden which were possessed of iue- 
dic'inul virtues, and so between, their 
knowledge of medicine and their knowl- 
edge of tho human heart they managed to 
mukc a living by selling simple remedies 
for tbe body and dealing out advice, 
prophecies and spells for the mind. 


"li! you have a proud foe In make 


tracks, if you melt a rich uncle in wax," 
or if you had tbe stomach ache, all you 
had .to do was to call in one of these 
"wise >\omen," as they were termed. 
Sometimes the "wise woman" got too 
wise and was drowned or burned as n 
witch. Hers was a perilous business, but 
tbe only one by which tbe poor old bag 
could make n living. If you wanted to 
get rid of an enemy in those days, you 
cnllod in tbe local practitioner of witch- 
craft and told her your symptoms. Then 
she made a little image of wax or a rag 
doll, which was named from the person 
whom you desired to "get off tbe earth." 
Set tbe image by tbe fire, and as it melt- 
ed away so would your enemy or your 
rich uncle pine nwny and die. Stick pins 
in tbe rag doll, and tbe objectionable- one 
•nould suffer the pains of "pins arid nee- 
dles." Smash the doll to pieces, and tbe 
hated or superfluous one would meet 
with a violent and sudden death. 


Another school of witchcraft held that 


a surer way to smash an enemy was to 
break a looking glass into 
v> bicb th« 


hr.ted one had just gawd. It must be done 
before his image bad vanished from the 
surface of the glass and with proper in- 
cantations, but was held to be more ofTec- 
tral than wax dolls and rag babies. Hence 
the superstition regarding the breaking of 
a looking glass. 


Why does a horseshoe bring goi>d luck? 


One explanation of the use of this prosaic 1 
piece of ironmongery as a talisman is 
that the Russian peasants used to paint 
outside their doors a picture of tbe Bless- 
ed Virgin. The hnlo around tbe bead 
they gilded. The rains and snows wash- 
ed off the paint eventually, but tbe gild- 
ing remained in the shape of a horseshoe, 
and the peasants regarded it with tbe 
same reverence ns they bad the whole 
picture. 
From 
llussia 
the travelers 


brought stories of the peasants having 
horseshoes at their doors us a protection 
against evil fortune, and so the supetsti- 
tion of tbe horseshoe spread over tbe 
world. 


Tbe other explanation, and probably 


the true ono, is tbnt tbe symbol is of a 
far more ancient origin. Tbe Greeks and 
tbe Romans who pinned their faith to the 
goddess Diana, used to wear ns a symbol 
of their loyalty to the divine huntress her 
symbol of tbe crescent moon. As the 
ages rolled the crescent became a horse- 
shoe. One is- at liberty to accept either of 
those explanations or to reject both of 
them, but whatever the origin of the be- 
lief in the horseshoe ns a porlent of good 
luck, whether it be the symbol of the 
heathen goddess Diana or of tho Chris- 
tian Virgin, there are hundreds of thou- 
sands of people throughout tbf world 
who would "never take the horsoshoe 
from tho door." 


Among tho Italians a horseshoe is sup- 


posed to be a protection against the evil 
eyo, nnd when they feel in need of such 
nn n'mulrt and have not a horseshoe 
handy they point out with tho little tingor 
in.d tbe lirst linger, tucking away tbe sec- 
ot:d and third lingers under the thumb 
nt.d thus rnaUini? a passable sort of 
horseshoe of the hnnd. They always d<> 
this in the rum I dihttifts of Italy when 
they m«*t nn Knglibbman, n man with a 
snapshot camera or anything else doubt- 
ful.

A Brutal and Cowardly Sport That 


Flourished In Mexico. 


The sport called in Mexico "running 


the rooster" is one of the most brutal 
and cowardly diversions that can be wit- 
nessed—cowardly in the extreme b'ecnuse 
the victim is always sure to be killed, has 
no vestige of a chance to escape his fate. 
Utterly defenseless by reason of bis lack 
of size and strength, he is so treated that 
he cannot even use the simple means of 
saving himself which nature has given 
him. 


Every old resident in Mexican commu- 


nities hns witnessed it, but few others 
have any idea what the game really is. 
A rooster is taken—a dozen or more may 
be used for a single occasion—and is bur- 
ied in tbe ground up to tbe neck. The 
frightened thing can only turn his head 
nnd cast pitiful glances at the hilarious 
brutes surrounding him. 


A dozen or more caballeros then mount 


their restless ponies and in Indian file 
gallop for the rooster-, who keeps dodging 
his head in every direction, to escape tho 
hoofs of the ponies. 


Rider after rider at full gallop stoops 


down from his saddle to grasp the fowl's 
head and wrest it from its living tomb. 
As soon as one succeeds he is off, holding 
the rooster by the neck. lie now becomes 
a target for all the res>t, who ride at him 
full speed, trying to take bis prize from 
him. 


His ncnrost assailant will have tho 


rooster's body struck iu his face. Should 
he, however, got hold of a log or a is ing, 
both pull. Tbe leg or wing is liable to 
come off. of course, und tbe bird streams 
in agony as long us it can. B-.t that is 
soon over. It is torn in pieces by the 
dif- 


ferent champions. 


Tho one who can make tbo designated 


drouit nnd deliver the bead on tbe judge's 
stand is declared tbe winner nnd gets n 
small money prize. 


By this time most of the contestants 


»re bloody from bond to waist if not to 
foot. Shouts of applause greet the val- 
iant champion. 


Another rooster goos into tho pit nnd is 


compelled to pass the same ordeal. This 
is repented until the supply of roosters is 
exhausted. Horses und men sometimes 
fare ill too. The riding is of a most reek- 
loss character, and horses run into each 
other and are thrown down. It is not 
many years since a man by the name of 
Romero bad bis nock broken by being 
thrown under bis falling horse. 


It is impossible to imagine n spectacle 


more revolting than this. In the bullfight 
the animal sometimes gets in :i little 
work, but the rooster is feimplv butchered 
in tho most brutal style imaginable— torn 
to pieces while alive—simply to gratify 
tbo savage tastes of a crowd of lookers 
on.—Donvr 1'o^t.

others join them, Soon the room is twirl- 
ing, and the ball is begun. 


The waltz on the east side is unique. It 


consists mainly in spinning around in one 
spot, and progress is slow. Sometimes ft 
curious lope In introduced to the waltz 
nu-asuie to facilitate change of spinning 
ground, and occasionally there appear n 
couple who can go all round tbe room in 
n succession of whirls. But this is not the 
orthodox way. The whole movement on 
Ibe floor is rotary. There is no blending 
of motion, aud ttie impronMon in that of a 
multitude of horizontal windmills all go- 
'•ng nt the same time. 


When tbe waltz censes, tho dancers 


move in a solid mass toward the tnblo4. 
Frothing beer glasses eo/it the bar, nnd 
there is n tlyiii)," of white coated waiters. 
Two or three more dance tunes are 
played, nnd 
then begins n significant 


gathering of the committefinen at the end 
of the room. They are mingling with n 
group of women gowned gorgeously in 
white ami colors, while around them col- 
lects u wntcbful crowd. Gradually the 
group which is the center of attention 
forms into n huddled line of couples, and 
tbe man in the front rank looks back of- 
ten. 
Then with a crash tho band launch-

The floor com- 
ir.ij.tec, with their badges folded awuy in 
their pockets and their shirt fronts soilcil 
nnd broken, have stolen away nt an hour 
becoming to their dignity. Some of tho 
lights go out, and the waiters bring fresh 
rounds of beer reluctantly. Tbe band ban 
packed up its instruments nnd is now 
lined along the bar resting from its la- 
bors. A popular song Is started, and th»s 
chorus is vigorous. A second song r<1- 
&ivoa less ardent support. An unsteady 
youth attempts a cakewnlk on the floor.. 
Then n largo man with a forbidding coun- 
tenance orders all the lights out, and tbe 
ball is over.—New York Post.

No better scheme 
hag jet been suggested than that for a 
bridge at Washington. 
There is no 


doubt that the memorial, whatever it 
to be, will be raised at the national capi- 
tal. 
Statues of HcKinley there will 


surely be in more places than one; and 
this national memorial should be di 
tinctive in character and ele\ated in 
sentiment, setting forth in concietcforni 
oomething of the life and btory of tb< 
man.

Gen. Brooke renews the recommen- 


dation made in his last annual report 
of preparing for defence on the land 
side or rear of seacoast fortifications 
in time of war. He calls attention to 
the report of Lieut-Col. J. H. Story, 
artillery inspector, who says: 


"The most important problem now 


pressing upon the artillery is how to 
provide a sufficient number of officers 
and men qualified to operate the min- 
ing defences of our harbors. It is ad- 
mitted that the present established 
strength of the coast artillery will not 
furnish one relief for the modern arma- 
ment already provided, and that in 


e event of war the deficiency must 


be supplied by raw recruits or by 
volunteer artillery. If war were to oc- 
cur with a superior naval power, an 
important dash would be made upon 
one or more of our most important 
ports. To oppose such an attack we 
should have an instructed force of 
sufficient strength to execute, in less 
than one week after the declaration of 
v.ar, the approved project for the 
planting of mines in all our harbors. 


"To operate these mines in the har- 


bors of tho United States and of its 
ILstant possessions will require about 
.seventy officers and 2,700 soldiers. At 
he time of tho immediate planting an 
addition of 5,000 men as laborers and 
>oat crews will bo temporarily needed. 
With respect to the officers now b«i- 


appointed to tho artillery irom the 


aimy, their examination lor appoint- 
ment does not include even an elc,- 
rnentary 
knowledge 
of 
electricity, 


and it is probable that few, if any, 
ol them will ever be qualifier] for this 
work II a Hullicient permanent estab-

"The first step that should be taker 


with the least practicable delay is tb< 
establishment of an army school o 
mines for theoretical and practica 
inbtruction. To this school, in my 
judgment, ought to be attached tb 
school tor electrician seigeants, now 
at Fort Monroe, Va. 
The construc- 


tion of quarters and the: acquirement 
ot the necessary land for the location 
of quarters at the new artillery posts 
in this department have- not made sat- 
isfactory progress during the last year 
This unsatisfactory condition lias ex 
Isteil for three years and haw been 
mentioned in my previous annual res 
port s. 


"It is not known that any progress 


has been made in providing auto- 
sights lor ihe rapid-fire guns of out 
coast defense. These sights have re- 
ceived so much commendation 
from 


home military authorities abroad that 
early steps ought to be taken for their 
trial to determine: their value foi 
adoption into our service for rapid 
fire guns. 


"It is recognized that the present 


established strength of the coast ar- 
tillery is neit sufficient to furnish one 
relief for the armament already pro 
vided. This deficiency In time of war 
can only be met in two ways: 


"One by increasing the enlisted 


strength of tho companies with r< 
emits without previous instruction or 
by accepting into the United States 
service, volunteers organized in time; 
of peace as artillery of the national 
guard of tho several states. 


"In modern artillery, with its elabo 


rate: and complex system of fire con- 
trol and direction, the effectiveness 
of lire' depends upon tho efficiency ot 
the officers, the responsibility of the 
enlisted man is much diminished, and 
of the officers much magnified. 
In 


the artillery the higher the rank the 
moic i ompllcateel and responsible arc 
the duties. 
Due to this condition, the 


weakest point of a militia artillery 
organization is its officers, yet It is 
not altogether tho fault of tho offi- 
cers that they are not efficient; to be 
come so they need long and continue! 
training, lor which in most cases, they 
can ill affotd to spare the time, and 
whenever given is, in general, at a 
great personal sacrifice,

"One of these hotels, which differs 


from the others chiefly in degree, repre- 
sents an investment of $15,000,000. The 
1,400 bedrooms and ("50 bathrooms in it 
are so constructed by a series of inner, 
courts that each opens to the outer air. 
It has several concert halls and theaters, 
three great ballrooms, and, in addition 
to its public dining room, where during 
horse show week, for instance, 10,000 
people are served daily, it has a series of 
private dining rooms which are arranged 
for from ten to a thousand persons. 


"In the»largest ballroom in this hotel 


was given one night last winter a public 
ball, attended by 3,500 people, to whom 
supper was served, and on the same 
evening in other parts of the ho.tel were 
in progress two concerts, a dinner of an 
association of 300 men and a dozen 
smaller dinner parties in private dining 
rooms, each isolated so completely that 
no one of tSe 1,500 regular guests need 
know of it.
